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E are approaching a 

watershed in Australian 
soccer, a time when the decisions 
made will affect the future of the 
game not just for this generation 
but for the hundreds of thousands 
of young Australians who play the 
game and the millions who have 
relatives or friends who play it and 
who love to watch the world’s 
most popular sport. 

| have made a public commitment 
to Perth Glory supporters, members 
‘and sponsors that | will do whatever | 
can to assist in this process of change. 
There are no more chances. 
Australian soccer has run out of time 
and the right decisions must be made 
now. 

| believe the following outcomes 
are essential: 

- The National Soccer League must 
be a separate and independent 
competition with the right to. make 
its own decisions and secure its own 
deals. 

* Those who run the game must 
“support and abide by the findings of 
the current Federal Government 

inquiry into the sport. 

__.* We must not sell the farm with a 
television rights agreement which 
sacrifices the long-term interests of 
the game for short term gain. 

My first outcome, concerning the 
NSL, is of the utmost importance. 

It is of course my principal area of 
‘interest as Chairman of Perth Glory, 
“aclub that has shown that soccer can 
be successful in Australia. 

A national competition has to be 
run properly under structured 
business and marketing plans. There 
have to be clear rules for clubs on the 


“size of budgets and on how much 


should be spent on marketing and 
promoting the game. Perth Glory 
offers an example with 20 per cent of 
the budget directed to marketing 
exercises. 

We have a good product but we 
have to make it better and then 
market it properly. 

The make-up of the competition 
has to be based not on past 
reputations but on future potential. 

It needs to be founded on 
qualitative and quantitative market 
research, the sort used by any sensible 
and profitable business organisation 
when it plans for the future. 

The Federal Government inquiry 
needs to bea consultative process and 
| believe the Government and others 
involved in the process have shown 
that will be the case. 

Many people within the game 
recognise the need for change and if 
an independent look at the game 
helps achieve that then the outcome 
will be worthwhile. 

Here in WA, under the guidance 


of the State Government’s 


Department of Sport and Recreation, 
soccer is finding that such a process, 
done with wide consultation among 
the stakeholders in the game can 
work together to bring about change. 

If everyone can, for the good of the 


game, put aside personal feelings and 
take part in the process at the national 
level then the end results might well 
be positive. 

For any of this to succeed we must 
beware of making decisions that cause 
long-term pain for short-term gain. 
One such area is the renegotiation of 
television rights to the game. No 
modern sport can survive without 
proper television coverage. 

Yet we have a sport where the 
organisation that holds the rights 
won't show the games and will not 
let anyone else. 

It is of vital importance that any 
agreement signed does not commit a 
new-look national competition to a 
deal that does not benefit the game 
financially and most crucially of all 
does not guarantee coverage each 
week, 

There is a temptation to succumb 
to the negativity that sometimes 
consumes people in soccer. That must 
not happen. 

| have outlined three simple steps 
that are achievable if those involved 
have the will to succeed and an 
attitude that puts the good of the 
game ahead of personal 
disagreements. 

This is a time in the history of the 
code that will be looked back on as a 
turning point. 

It is up to those charged with the 
decision making process to decide 
whether they will be remembered as 
people who killed the code or those 
who breathed new life into it. 

The time has come for total change 
not tentative tinkering. 

The millions of Australians touched by 
the beautiful game will accept no less.

Blake also took out an 
Oceania world Club 
Championship winner’s 
medal while with 
Wollongong.

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G et up at 5am; get to the airport; travel across a 
continent to a different time zone, hop off the 
plane, travel to hotel to spend the night, get up at 7am 
and go to another airport; fly to another country with 
another time-zone, one in which you will at midnight 
lose one hour because they have started daylight saving; 
travel to another hotel where the clocks say midnight 
when you mind says 7pm; go to bed then get up and 
eat a pre-match meal at 6am mind-time; play a game 
of soccer; win three points and return home. 

Whatever age you are, the Mission Impossible theme 
should have started to play in your head and dependant 
upon your generation Peter Graves or Tom Cruise will 
have come to mind. 

However, the message might have self-destructed 
but Perth Glory came through its own Mission 
Impossible with, if you'll excuse the pun, flying colours. 

It isa trip any fan with a sense of achievement should 
make, They will have bragging rights all over the world 
if a discussion arises about how far someone has 
travelled to watch their team play a domestic league 
game — at nearly 6000km each way it will take some 
beating. 

Auckland is also a beautiful city and sport-mad. While 
Glory was there you could discuss rally driving with 
the teams in town for Rally New Zealand or yacht 
racing with the America’s Cup challengers doing their 
thing on the local waters. The locals didn’t mind 
discussing rugby league that weekend either, as the 
local side was in the NRL grand final. 

With all those distractions a crowd of just over 3100 
was probably understandable, though a $20 price tag 
on the tickets might play a part in the low crowds too. 

The Football Kingz were on a high, having smashed 
Northern Spirit 4-1 in Sydney a week earlier, with 
Harry Ngata scoring four times. 

Glory meanwhile had crashed at home 4-3 to 
Brisbane. The first defeat at Perth Oval in 17 months 
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had left them needing a solid result. 

Off the field some careful preparation meant Perth. 
Glory knew exactly what to expect from the Kingz, in 
terms of both playing staff and formation. 

From the kick-off Perth Glory had the ascendancy 
and could even have been ahead within three minutes, 
Bobby Despotvski’s cross causing problems for the 
home defence. Neither Damian Mori nor Brad Hassell 
could quite apply the finishing touch. 

Six minutes later it was a cross from the other flank, 
supplied by Scott Miller, that created an opening. Matt 
Horsley’s first touch let him down though and the 
chance was gone. 

The busiest man on the park was referee Com 
Diomis who brandished the yellow card three times. 
Miller was in the book for a foul on Patricio Almendra 
while Kiwis Mark Atkinson and Chris Jackson had also 
seen yellow, the latter for a nasty challenge on Edgar 
Junior. 

Jackson was lucky not to get a second yellow a few 
minutes later when he caught Despotovski from 
behind. 

Gumprecht was looking lively for Glory and he first 
had a goal-bound shot blocked by Jeff Campbell then 
forced Kingz keeper Mike Utting into a fine save which 
saw the German's drive clawed away for a corner. 

Utting wasn’t called into action four minutes later. 
Despotovski‘s finish, which flew over, not matching the 
brilliant dribble that preceded it, the Glory number 10 
leaving four defenders in his wake. 

One warning Glory had had before the game was 
that Almendra rivalled the Royal Show’s Diving Pig 
when it came to falling over and Jamie Harnwell found 
that out when the faintest of touches had the Chilean 
sprawling on the turf. The Glory defender was 
cautioned. Almendra recovered miraculously from his 
life-threatening injuries to curl his free kick in to the 
side-netting. 


Ngata then set up Jackson for a shot that hit the 
outside of the post from 18 yards. 

That was the last danger posed in a first half, which 
had seen a massive improvement from the previous 
week for Glory, though there was still a proclivity to 
give the ball away too often. 

The second 45 minutes started with a surge from 
Glory that saw Mori drag a shot just wide when through 
on the keeper. Mori was in action again after Miller’s 
great build-up work. This time Mori was on target but 
Utting made another fine save. 

Mori was to have the last laugh though. Hassell, who 
had impressed throughout when drifting inside, made 
the most of good work in the centre circle by 
Despotovski to retrieve what looked like a lost ball. 

Hassell advanced through the middle then slipped a 
killer ball to Mori who beat the offside trap and with 
his right foot slid the ball past Utting to make it |-0. 

Almendra went close to levelling, Petkovic tipping 


_ over a cheeky near post effort from a free kick, but it 


was Glory which was dominating. 

Mori was through again and denied by Utting, who 
then recovered to keep out Hassell’s attempt to chip 
in the rebound before a defender blocked a second 
effort from the midfielder. Having tried the right and 
left foot without success, Mori attempted a header 
which went just past the post. 

Despotovski, who was working extremely hard with 
little luck, then saw a shot deflected over and was 
blocked from knocking in from close range after yet 
another Utting stop had denied Mori. 

Miller twice went close, the second time being 


knocked off balance as he went to shoot and substitute 


Nick Mrdja should have scored with his first touch, 
but he managed to scoop his effort wide from close 
range. The only worry for Glory was Jackson's shot 
over the bar after good work by Andy Vlahos. 

Diomis deemed that time was up and Glory had 
taken the three points. 

Another mission accomplished and a long, long trip 
home made much more bearable by the win.

When Glory entered the NSL it did so with a number 
of dreams. 


To win the Championship was one of those but to 
start a revolution in the game in this country was 
another. This revolution involved setting an example 
of sustainable growth for others to follow. 

Sadly, despite a some noteworthy efforts, the path 
to glory has been strewn with a number of false starts, 
but in the last 12 months hope has again arisen in the 
shape of Newcastle United. 

A rejuvenated club, their success on the field and 
the return of spectators has given the NSL a much 
needed boost in one of its old heartlands. 

The dream sellers in this story have been local 
businessman Con Constantine and the unlikely figure 
of Englishman lan Crook. A seasoned professional with 
Tottenham and Norwich in the Football League, he 
came to his first senior coaching job via an injury- 
shortened NSL playing career with the Northern Spirit. 
In his first season he and the club deliberately set out 
to emulate the Glory and achieved a level of success 
that even they could not have imagined in such a short 
time. 

With only two defeats in the regular season and the 
best crowds outside Perth, Newcastle had a wonderful 
campaign, though there was disappointment in an exit 
in the preliminary final against the Sharks. Prior to that 
Newcastle had gone down over two legs to the Glory 
in the major semi-final. 

But then again Newcastle sides have always been 
something of a bogey for Glory. In fact it was only on 
the fifth visit to Perth Oval that their colours were 
lowered and they failed to come away without the full 
points. 

Glory’s away record is not much better with only 
two wins from seven games, though one of those was 
the club’s first victory in the NSL back in October 1996. 
Overall Glory have a win-loss ratio of 36 per cent 
against Newcastle teams, their lowest ratio against any 
team, a fact that more surprising as Newcastle, up to 
last season, have been perennial near-bottom dwellers. 

It may be presumed that Crook will use the revenge 
factor as a spur to his team today: Newcastle felt that 
they were unfortunate to lose that major semi-final and 
coming off an impressive 5-0 victory over Northern 
Spirit they will fancy their chances. 
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Glory will no doubt feel that fans are entitled to a 
better performance than that which was served against 
Brisbane. They too will be positive after taking all the 
points out of the long trip to Auckland. 

Glory management and fans have many hopes about 
where the their team, the NSL and the game in general 
should go in Australia. 

Those hopes include a desire to see a vibrant, 
competitive and competent National League with clubs 
like Newcastle prospering. We have dreams enough 
to share; hopefully today’s match will provide us with 
a quality game that will be another milestone on the 
journey. 


The Opposition 
Newcastle (United/Breakers) have been in the NSL 
since the 1991-92 season. 

In that space of time, they dropped out in 1994-95 

for financial reasons and in effect did so again before 
the start of the 2000-01 season. 
The Breakers folded and their place was taken by 
Newcastle United. While Newcastle teams had an 
undistinguished record until last season (their best 
performance was fourth in 1992-93) they have supplied 
a number of quality players over the years including an 
old Glory favourite, Troy Halpin. 

United are the fourth ‘Newcastle’ club to represent 
the Hunter region in the NSL and through the Breakers 
are a direct descendent of the Austral club which was 
formed in Newcastle in the early fifties and performed 
with distinction in the NSW league for many years. 
Newcastle have an image that is in keeping with the 
traditional image of football as being the game of 
ordinary people around the world. 

They come from an industrial area, and in recent 
times a economically depressed industrial area at that, 
and are to some extent an archetypical traditional club 
of the world game. 

The re-born club has attracted crowds that are 
better than most, and the on field performances have 
improved to the extent that this season they will be 
one of the favourites to gain a finals berth. 

This surely is the acid test. The city of Newcastle 
has seen big crowds before (Newcastle KB United 
attracted regular crowds of around 12,000 at one stage 
and still hold the NSL regular season record) but if 


performances on the park drop off the interest will 
wane. 

Thankfully, with the quality of club management and 
playing staff the ingredients seem to be there to keep 
the Newcastle faithful interested for some time to come. 


Previous MatchesPerth 4d Newcastle 0 
Perth Oval, 12th December 2000 

This was a game which produced a some notable 
“firsts”. Edgar scored his first (and to date only) 
competitive goal for the Glory and Newcastle dropped 
a point at Perth Oval for the first time. 

The game started with the Novacastrians intent on 
continuing that amazing record through free-flowing 
attacking football. Being a team that was noted for little 
else but its defence, this ploy nearly caught the Glory 
out on a couple of occasions in the opening skirmishes. 

Daniel McBreen was first to cause problems when 
he broke free and found himself in a one-on-one 
situation on Jason Petkovic. 

Luckily Jason smothered the danger. He was in 
action again a couple of minutes later when he had to 


_ push a scorching 25m free kick from Anthony Magnacca 


on to his post. The early pressure repelled, Glory took 
the initiative through Edgar’s debut goal after 20 
minutes. 

A clever one-two with Bobby Despotovski (who 
was on fire) opened up the Newcastle defence and 


Edgar was able to drill the ball past Bob Catlin. 

Ten minutes later the Glory were two up thanks to 
Jamie Harnwell. 

The Breakers were caught napping by ashort corner 
by Rob Trajkovski which was picked up by John 
Carbone. Our “Wee Johnny” crossed a pinpoint ball 
for Jamie to get the decisive touch. Two up playing to 
the Shed end in 30 minutes — could things get any 
better? 

Well yes they could, and the hero of the hour was 
Bobby who was having a game to remember. 

Ten minutes later, after a couple of near misses, he 
ran on to a Gary Faria defence-splitting pass and calmly 
stroked the ball past Catlin. It was a sublime touch but 
in the excitement of the moment Bobby found himself 
in trouble with the referee, Angelo Nardi. 

Having put the ball away he ran towards the Hill in 
an innocent gesture of communal celebration. 

This action entailed leaving the field of play and 
conducting a rather spectacular leap over an advertising 
hoarding. The referee considered 


either one or other of these actions (or maybe both) 
to be an ‘offence’ worthy of a yellow card and duly 
cautioned Despotovski. 

The decision put a bit of a damper on things — at 
least for a couple of minutes. 

For that was when Bobby, in an irresistible frame of 
mind, put the set back behind him to score again — this 


time with a cross goal shot that 
nestled in the far corner of the 

- comprehensively-beaten Catlin’s 
goal. It was Bobby Dazzler at his 
best and Glory were 4 goals to the 
good by half time. 

The second half may not have 

produced goals but it was thrilling- 
affair with Newcastle’s “Wee 
Johnny”, John Buonavoglia, doing his 
best to get the Breakers back into 
the game. 
But the cause was lost and at the 
other end Catlin was kept busy, 
executing three amazing saves from 
Despotovski and Mori (twice). 
Apart from the historic first win at 
Perth Oval for Glory against their 
bogey team, the result brought 
Glory to second in the table on goal 
difference behind the rampant 
South Melbourne ahead of Olympic 
and Wollongong. 


This Week’s Match 

The adage ‘not to change a winning 
combination’ was turned on its head 
last weekend by Glory when 
d’Avray refused to change a losing 
‘one after the Brisbane defensive 
debacle. The justification was 
probably there to give the new 
recruit, Mohammed Mouhouti, a 
run in defence but d’Avray and Vest 
resisted the temptation and were 
vindicated by the result. 

Indeed d’Avray is on record as 
saying that ‘everything’ about the 
performance was better and with 
little news from the training ground 
during the early part of the week it 
would be a brave man or woman 
that would bet on un-enforced 
changes today. 

Newcastle, in a similar vein, will 
hardly want to change a 
combination that put five past 
Northern Spirit last week. Crook 
made a small number of additions 
to his squad in the close season, 
most,notably the return to his 
hometown of midfielder Scott 
Thomas (5) from Northern Spirit. 
Scott repaid the faith shown in him 
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when snatching one of the goals 
against his old team last weekend, 
but yet again the star of that 
performance was Joel Griffiths (9) 
who scored a hat trick. Griffiths 
caused many problems for the 
Glory in the finals last season and in 
this form will again demand close 
attention. 

Alex Moreira (10) who scored 
the fifth goal when he came on as a 
sub for Griffiths last week will also 
pose a threat. 

Neweastle’s striking options do 
not stop there either as they also 
have Esala Masi (1:7) who is due to 
play his 50th game for the club. 
Glory fans will remember that Esala 
was a member of the Wollongong 
squad that played in that grand final. 

In the close season United also 
signed (from Northern Spirit) two 
more Griffiths brothers, Ryan (14) 
and Adam (19). 

Having three brothers in the one 
NSL team is remarkable in itself, but 
even more amazingly they all share 
the 21st August as their birthday. 
Now in the case of Joel and Adam 
this is not too surprising as they are 
twins, but Ryan is exactly two years 
younger and completes what must 
be a unique trio. 

Elsewhere Newcastle are 
brimming with talent with 
defenders such as_ the 
uncompromising Andy Roberts (3) 
and Scott Ballie (12) being well 
known to Glory fans. In midfield the 
quality continues with Peter 
Tsekenis (11), Milan Blagojevic (13), 
Steve Eagleton (24) and Robbie 
Middleby (22) complementing the 
aforementioned Thomas. 

So United have class all over the 
park and while there may have been 
some questions about their ability 
to score goals from open play in 
recent weeks, last week’s 
performance albeit against nine men 
in the end, will have put paid to 
those doubts. 


A great game then is in prospect 
with two equally matched squads 
and Glory’s home ground advantage 
offset by the confidence that 
Newcastle are oozing after last 
weekend. It should be a cracker and 
a quality advertisement for the NSL. 
Hopefully the Perth public will turn 
out in force to share the dream.

who is now with Swiss champions FC Basel 
(pronounced Bar-zul) says he still retains many 
pleasant memories of his short time in a Glory 
shirt — apart from than ‘that’ grand final a few 
years back. Richard Kreider spoke to the 
talented midfielder in Switzerland; a few days 
after Basel brushed Celtic aside to secure a 
place in Europe’s most celebrated competition. 


RIC; How has Ivan Ergic changed since your playing 
days in Australia? i 

TE: | think in many ways | have improved, especially 
in the way of experience and maturity. | spent only 
one year in Perth and apart from ‘that’ grand final’ 
when we lost to Wollongong, everything was 
perfect. Scott Chipperfield is also here at Basel and 
loves to remind me of it every now and then. Mind 
you, he also can’t believe how they ended up winning 
that game. Anyway, as consolation, we were the 
Premiers for the season. It was my first year as a 
professional player and | certainly have many great 
memories to go with it. 


RI: What have been your highlights so far at FC 
Basel? 

IE: Beating Celtic for a place in the European 
Champions League is obviously up there, but 
winning the double with the club last season, namely 
the championship and cup was brilliant. Especially 
after 27 years — it means a lot to the city. Basel is a 
football city with great fans where we can often get 
25-28 thousand to a game. | think those three things 
are the highlights to far. 


RK: Now that you know you’re Champions League 
group, which includes Liverpool, Valencia and 
Spartek Moscow, it’s certainly a far cry from your 
National Soccer League days. 
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IE: What | noticed in Australia is that there is enough 
talent but what Australia lacks is a more professional 
approach to the game. Talent-wise, it’s not that 
much different to say here in Switzerland. And as 
for the Champions League, it will be a great 
experience for me. It means a lot not just to me 
but to all the Basel players and if you can play 
regularly it will be a good shop-window. 


Ri: Do the players get a special bonus for 
Participating in the Champions League? 

|E: We each got 50,000 francs just for qualifying but 
then it depends on how far we Progress for any 
further bonuses. 


Rix: What is the set up and support at Basel like? 
IE: | can honestly say we are the ‘Perth Glory’ of 
Switzerland. While the other clubs get five or six 
thousand to a game, we can average 26 — 28,000. 
And the three Champion League games are already 
sold out; so that just shows how keen the people 
here are about their football. 


RIC: Has Juventus given you any hint when they might 
want you for the Serie A 

IE: Because we had a good last season, there was a 
possibility of me going back to Juventus; or to be 
loaned out to another Italian club. But | decided to 
Stay and as we know, the decision has paid off. | 
knew there was a possibility we could play in the 
Champions League and this is where | can play asa 
regular player. Being just 21 years old and playing in 
such a competition is going to be great. 


RK: Ljubo (Milicevic) timed it right to sign on for 


Basel. You must be thrilled to have one your mates 
at the club? 


1E: Of course. He had 
a lot of trouble at FC 
Zurich with the club 
itself and injuries; and 
because of that, | 
think it will take time 
or him to settle in. 
However, | am 100 
per cent sure that 
‘when he is fully fit, 
‘he'll be challenging for 
a place in the team. 


RIG: Who will he be 
competing against, to 
get a place in the side? 
JE: Murat Yakin is the 
National and club captain, so it is going to be a while 
before that defender position becomes vacant. But 
there is a possibility Ljubo might play in the number 
six role as a defensive midfielder. | think he can play 
there as well as centre-half. Ljubo is good at going 
forward from that position and we need a player 
like that.

RK: How is Christian Gross treating you and are 
you learning much from him? 
IE: It was pretty tough going at the start with him to 
be honest; | had learnt the hard way and learnt you 
have to train hard every day to prove yourself. | 
think with his experience he’s the best coach in 
Switzerland for sure. He once coached Tottenham 
and now the Swiss national team want him as well 
as a number of other European clubs, no doubt 
because of the success of the club last season and 
now that the club made the Champions League. So 
yes, we can learn a lot from him, plus he’s a great 
“motivator. He can be hard at times, but if he wasn't, 
there wouldn't be the discipline in the team.

Not just for the 
club or city, but 
for Switzerland in 
general. In the 
past, it’s only been 
Grasshoppers 
who have 
previously 
participated, 
twice in just ten or 
twelve years. 


RK: What is Scott Chipperfield doing while he is 
injured? 

IE: Scott has got a lot of problems with a knee at 
the moment — ligaments | think it is. He will be out 
until at least winter - January or February; when we 
start the second half of the season — and that means 
missing out on the Champions League. There were 
a lot of offers from Germany and even England but 
I think he’d like to stay here now. 


RK; Are Basel favourites to retain the Swiss 
championship and who will be your main threats. 
IE: | think we are, along with Grasshoppers. That’s 
the thing you know, we also have to stay focussed 
on the local championship, because we may not go 
past the first round of the Champions League. There 
is quite a good rivalry between us and Grasshoppers; 
especially now that we beat them in the Cup and 
championship last season. We already have the 
upper hand this season, since we have already 
beaten them at their ground.
